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MR. CHURCHILL ON THE DEFENSIVE 
The odd circumstance of American confidence in 
hts leadership when it is being challenged at home 
will not be overlooked by Prime Minister Churchill 
and other responsible politicians in both countries. 
It is not outside the realm of possibility that in 
a .showdown—a vote of confidence in the house of 
commons American public opinion would have to be 
gi\en weight commensurate with the importance of 
Amen an military aid. 
Certainly it is probable that in the appraisal of 
war leadership now being made in Britain very care­ 
ful attention will be given to the effect of any politi­ 
cal change on United States war policy. 
If the appraisal were to be f % objective as it 
should be, one thing wfiuld have to be acknowledged 
that still is widely disregarded; namely, the hopeless 
task that confronts the United Nations as long as 
they continue to fight defensively 
Probably no lead­ 
ership, howi ver brilliant, could have overcome the 
tremendous advantage the Axis has enjoyed In the 
war so far the advantage of choosing the time, place 
and circumstances of battle. 
The same men who 
have been discredited by the circumstances of de­ 
fensive war against a strong and skillful enemy m'ght 
be transformed, lf they could lead an offensive, Into 
the genius el ins headed at present by the German 
General Rommel. 
Mr 
Churchill’s political dilemma resolves itself 
Into the dilemma of the United Nations how to lob 
Germany and Japan of the initiative. It would be no 
carter for another prime minister to solye than it 
has been for Mr. Churchill. 
While it may become 
desirable for popular effect to Install a new govern­ 
ment in Britain, Americans properly may ask what It 
could do that Mr 
Churchill's government hasn't 
done 
There is, In short, nothing wrong with the 
Churchill cabinet that probably couldn't be cured in 
short order by the privilege of taking the offensive 
and leaving second-guessing to the other side. 


THIS IM WHERE WE CAME IN

BIG TAX MEASURE 
GOES TO CONGRESS 


Would Offset Only Minor 
Part of Vast War Ex­ 
penditures

More Time Needed 
T he 
com m ittee's bill was 
com­ 
pleted 
last n ight after more th an 
three and o n e-h alf m onths of con­ 
sideration. It was conceded th a t 
by the tim e it is approved by the 
senate and probably adopted finally 
by a joint senate-house conference 
comm ittee, the effects of proposed 
excise taxes would be lost for m ost 
of this year. 
President Roosevelt recently spoke 
oi a need to expedite action on the 
legislation because th e loss of new 
revenue to the treasury was m ount­ 
ing daily. 
The com m ittee built its m easure 
around 
$5,000,000,000 in 
increases 
to be paid startin g next year by 
corporations and individual income 
taxpayers. 
About $2,291,000,000 of th a t total 
would come from corporation excess 
profits rates w hich have been raised 
from the cu rren t 60 per cent m ax­ 
imum to a flat 94 per cent rate, and 
Irom business norm al and surtaxes 
which have been boosted from 31 
to 40 per cent. 
From individuals, the committee 
proposed to take another $2,730,- 
000,000 in a m an n er which would 
double Hie M arch 15 tax bills of 
the low and m iddle income groups. 
T he m em bers 
agreed 
first, 
to 
raise the no u n al tax rate from the 
present 4 to 6 per cent. Then they 
boosted the m ihlrnum surtax rate 
applicable to th e first $2,000 of net 
income from 6 to 12 per cent. 
Lower Exemptions 
In addition, th e comm ittee voted 
to lower the personal exemption of 
a single person from $750 to $500 
and of m arried couples from $1500 
to $1,200, but retained the present 
$400 credit for each dependent.

January, am ounting to IO per cent 
of the difference between taxable 
income and personal exemptions.
